They direct!y charged the governor with  par- 
tizanship in unnecessarily and unjustitiably pro- 
roguing the house vo the injury of public busi- 
ness and in dc.iance of constitutional laws and 
usage. As the outcome of the charge of at- 
tempted bribery, Mowat caused Sutherland to 
be sunumoned on a charge of criminal libel. The 
case will be heard at two o'clock this afternoon, 
Haultain assumed responsibility for publishing 
the liicl and the case will be fought to a finish.

BINDER TWINE, 

There has been an exceedingly active time in 
binder twine, the rush for twind having set in 
earlier than was expected, and the demand has | 
been larger than was looked for. These are | 
favorable features, as they indicate that the | 
harvest is well on, and also that crops are turn- 
ing out fully as good, if not heavier than had _ 
been estimated previously, A good many alarm- 
ist reports were flying around about a shortage 
in the suppl yof twine, and as anything of this 
natue would delay harvest work, it was cot- 
sidered a very serious matter. It is re-assuring 
to know, however, that there will be plenty of 
twine, without causing any serious delays. “The 
fact of twine becoming scarce at a few points 
for brief time, was magnified into something of 
a most desastrous nature. For instance, a 
telegram from Portage la Prairie, on Sunday, 
August 21, said that 100 binders would be pre- 
vented from starting to work on Monday (the 
following day) on account of no twine. Now, 
it appears that the stock of twine at Portage 
was exhausted on Saturday, but by the Monday 
morning following a uew supply had been re 
ceived, so that there was little or no delay. 
The fact is, that the people at points where 
twine became temporarily scarce, went fairly | 
wild, and raised a great outcry, as though they 
were not going to get any more twine this sea- 
son, when in reality fresh supplies were on hand 
in a brief time, and at no point was there more 
than a very brief scarcity. There has becn no 
shortage of twine within the proper meaning of 
the word, At most, there has been but a tem- 
porary scarcity at a few points. This may be 
expected every season. This temporary  scare- 
ity, it will be noticed, was not so much this 
week as the week before, so that even if. there 
had been great delay in getting in supplies, it 
would not have been very serious, as the harvest 
was only starting. In fact, many farmers, who 
were in after twine, did not intend using it at 
once, but were merely procuring their supply 
in expectation of starting to cut within a tory 
days. When in some instances they could not 
get the twine on a moment’s notice, they be- 
came frantic for fear they were going to be de- 
layed, hence the alarming reports from a few 
country points. 

The fact is, as stated, that the harvest has 
come in earlier than was expected, and this 
caused a brief scarcity on the start at a few 
points, but supplies were rushed forward so 
quickly that there was really no delay worth 
mentioning at any point, Another point is that 
farmers delay ordering until too late in the sea- 
son, and often order less than they require at 
that. Farmers should place their orders early, 
and be sure they order all they will require, 
Dealers pay cash and sell on credit, and they 
cannot be expected to take the risk of carrying 
over a large quantity of twine, Another cause 
of some delay on the start. was the washout 
on the railway east, which held some early

The Toronto Mail says an agitation has been 
started in Quebec having in view the withdraw- 
al of the right to appeal Canadian cases to the 
English privy council. In an editorial on the 
subject the Mail says Sir John Macdonald used 
to regard the appeal to the Throne as the 
essence of British connection, and severely de- 
nounced as traitors any who proposed the aban- 
donment of the right. The conservative govern- 
ment certainly cannot destroy the final appeal 
withont first forgetting the late Premier. 

Medical men in New York are greatly inter- 
ested in a new treatment of cholera, discovered 
at the Pasteur institute, in Paris, and it was 
learned on the 25th that in case the epidemic 
continues to spread, the efficacy of the treat- 
ment will be promptly and thoroughly tested 
by New York experts. Of this treatment, 
Which is analogous to that employed by Jenner 
in smallpox and by Pasteur in hydrophobia. 
Dr. Hattkiene, who has been studying at the 
Pasteur institute for some years, claims to be 
the discoverer, He is coufident that the inocu- 
latory method will do for cholera what it has 
already done for smallpox and hydrophobia. 

A cable from Valpariso, via Galveston, to 
New York, says that Buenos Ayres is in a state 
of wild excitement. Meetings were held on 
the 29th in honor of President-elect Saenz Pena, 
There were some 3,000 radicals present. They 
interrupted the meeting with cries of ‘Down 
with Pena.” A tumult arose and there were 
several collisions. The police attempted to dis- 
perse the radicals, and there vas a riotous de 
inoustration which almost reached the dignity 
ofa battlein the Calle Florida, The radicals 
slowly retreated to the Piza San Martin, where 
they made another stand and there was more 
hard fighting. The whole city is stirred up, 
and in all probability the troops will have to be 
called out to preserve order.
